★ THE EDITOR ★ 

This is a full screen editor which opérâtes just like a word processor. It can be used to 
edit assembler source code, BASIC programs, or letters and documents. Features 
include: 40 or 80 column display, movecursor bycharacter, line or page. Insertmode. 
Overwrite mode. Forward and backward delete. Set tabs. String find and replace. 
Powerful block manipulation commands - move, copy and delete.Print text. Print 
block. Load text. Save ail or part of text. Catalogue files. Add and remove line numbers. 

★ THE ASSEMBLER * 

Standard ZILOG mnemonics with many extra commands and directives. Assemble 
to memory or file. Nested conditional assembly. Full 80 column tabulated listing.

★ MIXING MACHINE CODE AND BASIC * 

Assembler source code can be entered as part of a BASIC program. Use the 
command ASSEMBLE in a program, and the code can be assembled, run and tested 
from BASIC. 

★ DEBUGGING * 

Breakpoints can be inserted at any point in a program. When a breakpoint is hit the 
contents of the registers are displayed and execution can be resumed or abandoned. 
This is a very simple but powerful method of debugging which can even be used 
from BASIC. 

★ UTILITIES * 

Ail options are easily selected from a menu. The utilities provided include: 

— Disassembly or hex dump of any part of RAM or any ROM. 

— Memory editor. Directly alter memory contents. 

— Move block. Relocate code. 

— Compare blocks. Fill block. 

— Memory Search. 

— External command entry.
